1 1909  VDB,  1909  Plain.  Lustrous  Uncirculated.  First  lightly  toned  with  traces  of 

tarnish;  second  almost  fully  bright,  but  with  one  tiny  "carbon”  stain.  Now 
priced,  as  a pair,  around  $14.00.  2 Pcs. 

2 1909  "S”  VDB.  Beautiful,  fully  brilliant  Unc.,  displaying  pink  and  golden  tints. 

With  only  one  or  two  infinitesimal  tarnish  specks,  which  are  hardly  worth 
mentioning.  In  the  usual  great  demand,  with  records  of  $325.  or  more. 

3 1909.  Matte  Proof.  An  unusually  bold  strike,  highly  brilliant.  Exceedingly  choice, 

save  for  some  unfortunate,  though  not  unusual,  light  carbon  streaks  in  the 
left  obverse  field.  The  beauty  in  our  57th  sale,  Dec.  10,  11,  1963,  fetched 
$120.00. 

4 1909  “S”.  Softly  brilliant  Unc.,  lovely  rose  tone.  Close  to  "Gem”  grade.  Should 

realize  over  $100.00. 

5 1910,  1911.  Red  Uncirculated.  The  second  slightly  brighter,  though  with  faint- 

est tarnish.  Worth,  together,  just  about  $20.00.  2 Pcs. 

6 1910  "S”.  Fiery  golden-red  Unc.,  faint  iridescent  tints.  A lens  discloses  a few 

scattered  and  picayune  carbon  specks  on  the  reverse,  which  should  trouble 
no  one  familiar  with  this  series. 

7 1911.  Two-toned  Matte  Proof;  light  golden  mixed  with  chocolate-brown.  Except 

for  a "carbon”  stain  on  the  T of  CENT,  this  coin  is  comparatively  free  of 
blemish. 

8 1911  "S”.  Pale  red  Uncirculated.  Extensive,  though  light,  fingerprint  tarnish. 

A greatly  underrated  mintmark,  rapidly  rising  in  value. 

9 1911  "D”.  Choice  red  Uncirculated,  acquiring  a pale  blue  iridescence.  Virtual 

"Gem”  grade. 

10  1912.  Toned  and  tarnished  Matte  Proof.  Somewhat  iridescent,  and  with  traces 

of  original  mint  color.  The  one  in  our  last  sale  sold  for  $75.00. 

11  1912,  1913.  Brilliant  Unc.,  rosy  tints.  The  first  is  especially  choice,  the  second 

with  high-wire  rim.  Premium  coins!  2 Pcs. 

12  1912  "S”.  Lustrous  Unc.  The  obverse  is  somewhat  toned,  the  reverse  brilliant, 

with  faintest  traces  of  tarnish.  Should  bring  close  to  $50.00. 

13  1912  "D”.  Bright,  splendid  Uncirculated.  Save  for  the  upper  part  of  the  reverse, 

a bold  strike.  Only  a few  scattered  carbon  specks,  of  microscopic  size,  com- 
promise the  "Gem”  quality  of  this  piece. 

14  1913  "S”.  Brilliant,  golden  Unc.  An  early  impression  with  proof-like  lustre  and 

pale  iridescence.  Just  a hint  of  tarnish  and  one  tiny  reverse  stain,  colloquially 
known  as  a "raindrop.”

Practically  Superb!

rather  obtrusive  bag  scratch  before  the  chin. 

The  first  has  a 

microscopic  obverse  rim  nick  and  a faint,  semicircular  tarnish  streak  across 
the  reverse,  neither  of  which  will  be  readily  noticed.

Lightly  iridescent  orange  Unc.,  the  reverse  with  scattered  light 

carbon  tarnish.

28  1918  “S”.  Brown  Unc.,  the  obverse  with  several  small  carbon  spots  and  a few 

bagmarks.

38  1923  “S”.  Glossy  pink  and  golden  Uncirculated.  Mainly  brilliant,  and  as  such 

decidedly  rare  for  this  date  and  mint.  Usual  soft  impression.  Tiny  planchet 
defect  at  the  upper  left  reverse,  but  the  surfaces  otherwise  are  quite  at- 
tractive. Equal  to  the  exceptional  specimen  in  our  57th  sale  at  $320.00. 

39  1924  “S”.  Glossy  golden,  pale  red  and  olive  Unc.,  the  obverse  beginning  to 

develop  a deep  granular  toning,  the  reverse  with  much  original  mint  bril- 
liance. Usual  soft  strike. 

40  1924  “D”.  Lustrous  pink  and  golden  Uncirculated.  Light  scattered  tarnish 

with  a few  tiny  carbon  specks  at  the  lower  obverse  rim  and  elsewhere.  Usual 
strike.  Somewhat  bag-marked.  Still,  no  worse  than  this  date  and  mint  often 
comes,  and  doubtless  better  than  we  make  it  sound.

42  1925  "S”.  Lightly  iridescent  golden-red  Unc.,  medium  brilliance.  A few  very 

small  obverse  carbon  spots,  only  two  of  which  are  readily  visible  without 
the  aid  of  a lens.  Otherwise,  dean  and  choice.

A few  light  bagmarks  on  the 

head,  but  the  rest  of  the  coin  is  clean  and  choice.  Well  worth  M2. 50. 

48  1927  “D”.  Lustrous  “Gem”  Unc.,  with  golden  centers  and  a lovely  peripheral 

rainbow  iridescence.

54  1931  “S”.  Lustrous  Unc.  Lightly  toned  and  tarnished,  with  a few  obverse  bag- 

marks.

63  1864.  Small  Motto.  Softly  lustrous,  choice  Uncirculated.  Pristine  pink  and 

golden  tints.  Attractive  surfaces,  the  reverse  “Gem”  quality.  Catalogue-and- 
a-half  would  not  readily  obtain  its  equal.  Plate 

64  1864.  Large  Motto.  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  A bold  strike,  just  beginning  to 

acquire  a lovely  iridescence!  Except  for  the  few  light  and  comparatively 
recent  scratches  on  the  reverse,  a “Gem.” 

65  1865.  Lightly  toned  “Gem”  Unc.  Much  first-strike  surface,  and  a practically 

flawless  coin  except  for  some  very  faint  tarnish  and  a microscopic  planchet 
defect  (as  made)  below  the  5 of  the  date. 

66  1866.  Delicately  toned  light  red  and  gold  Proof.  Exceedingly  choice,  with  but 

one  tiny  flyspeck  in  the  shield. 

67  1867.  Lustrous  Uncirculated.  The  obverse  with  attractive  honey-hued  surfaces, 

reverse  brilliant.

68  1868.  Lightly  toned  brilliant  Unc.,  with  a few  carbon  specks  and  a tiny  un-

69  1869.  Glittering  pink  and  golden  Proof.  Fully  brilliant  with  frosty  high  relief. 

With  a few  of  the  usual  tarnish  flecks  around  the  borders,  but  nevertheless 
a “Gem.” 

70  1871.  Mostly  brilliant,  highly  reflective  Uncirculated.  Obtained  as  a “sloppily 

made”  proof.  The  surfaces  clean,  showing  only  the  slightest  tarnish.  A lovely 
coin  whatever  you  call  it.

73  1866.  Highly  brilliant  Unc.  Mostly  pristine  in  color,  with  scattered  light  toning 

and  a couple  of  flecks  of  tarnish.  Now  a $10.  coin.

Over  a year  ago,  Gerald  Gosselin  of  Newport,  Vermont,  announced  the  discovery  of  five 
proof  Canadian  coins,  a 1925  five  cents  nickel,  and  1922,  1923,  1924  and  1925  cents.  These 
proofs  were  discovered  in  the  U.S..  part  of  an  old  collection  that  had  lain  dormant  for  many 
years.  The  Gosselin  find  was  described  in  the  July  12,  1963  issue  of  Coin  World,  and  it  was 
announced  that  the  five  pieces  were  authenticated  as  proofs  by  J.  Douglas  Ferguson.  The 
British  Museum  collection  contains  a proof  1925  Canadian  cent,  together  with  proof  1929, 
1936  and  1938  cents  of  Newfoundland,  and  a 1938  five  cents  and  ten  cents  of  Newfoundland, 
in  proof.  Four  or  more  collections,  both  in  Canada  and  the  U.S.,  also  contain  various  modem 
Canadian  and  Newfoundland  coins  in  proof,  but  these  coins  are  so  rare,  and  so  seldom  offered, 
and  so  little  is  known  concerning  their  history,  that  no  comprehensive  list  exists,  and  very 
little  has  been  published  on  the  subject.

disclosing  not  more  than  a couple  of  infinitesimal  bag  or  handling  marks 
even  under  a good  lens.  About  as  scarce  as  the  last,  as  a date. 

504  1886.  Large  6,  pointed.  Soft  pearl  and  steel-toned  Uncirculated,  the  obverse

509  1889.  Just  a hair’s  breadth  from  brilliant  Uncirculated.  Partly  pristine, 

partly  iridescent,  and  highly  lustrous  throughout.  Sharply  struck-up, 
especially  on  the  reverse,  both  sides,  however,  displaying  bold  borders 
and  perfectly  formed  dentilation.  There  is  a slight  scuffing  on  the  cheek 
and  neck  (which  is  why  we  qualify  our  grading  the  slightest  bit),  and 
a few  small  bagmarks  elsewhere,  none  of  much  importance,  but  men- 
tioned here  in  the  interest  of  accuracy.  We  recommend  that  anyone 
trying  to  complete  a perfect  set  extend  his  best  efforts  to  obtain  this 
piece,  as  its  equal  is  not  likely  to  be  offered  for  a long  time.  Plate 

This  specimen  is,  in  our  opinion,  somewhat  more  desirable  than  the  Jack  Lupovich 
example,  described  as  “Practically  Unc.,  bought  as  Unc.,”  which  was  sold,  as  lot  819, 
in  the  1962  ANA-CNA  Convention  sale  for  $1,450.  (against  a $1,100.  estimate).  Mr. 
Lathrop  paid  at  least  $750.  for  this  piece  in  1957,  and  considered  it  strictly  uncirculated, 
assuring  us  many  times  that  the  coin  had  never  seen  any  wear  (commercial  or  numis- 
matic), as  the  scuffed  or  lightly  rubbed  areas  still  displayed  a certain  amount  of  original 
lustre,  which,  in  his  words,  “would  be  the  first  thing  to  wear  off.” 
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Duplicate  1889.  Good.  Except  for  the  remnant  of  one  old  face  scratch,  this  is 
an  exceedingly  clean  specimen,  with  nice  even  wear  and  the  outlines  of  all 
figures  perfectly  clear.  Should  bring  $2(X).  today. 

A third  1889.  Good  to  VG,  but  impaired  by  a large  dig  through  the  lower  obverse 
rim,  and  showing  many  light  scratches  throughout.

Duplicate  1891.  Large  date;  twenty-two  leaves.  Almost  Uncirculated.  Once 
lightly  polished,  but  now  toning  up.  Average  surfaces.  Should  sell  for  close 
to  $100.00. 

1891.  Large  date;  twenty-two  leaves.  Also,  1893.  Flat-top  3.  First  is  Good,  with 
the  obverse  almost  black  and  in  need  of  a bath.  The  ’93  is  a very  choice  Very 
Good.  Valued  at  $13.50.  2 Pcs. 


1891.  Small  date;  twenty-one  leaves.  (The  only  twenty-one  leaf  coin  after  1881.) 
Partly  brilliant,  partly  gray-toned  Uncirculated.  Rather  nice  surfaces.  En- 
larged Plate 

This  is  the  Type  of  1892,  and  it  is  rarer  than  the  precedmg.  The  comparable  Lupovich  lot 
brought  $135.  over  two  years  ago,  against  a $65.  estimate.  While  the  total  coinage  for  the  year 
is  comparatively  high  (800,000),  this  date  is  harder  to  locate  in  all  grades  than  that  figure 
would  indicate.

A truly 
beautiful  coin,  delicately  toned  in  many  colors,  and  flawless  except  for  a 
few  microscopic  abrasion  marks.  Plate 

Unfortunately,  many  Canadian  and  related  proofs  do  not  aiw.ays  resemble  their  counter- 
parts made  at  oth.er  mints,  or  even  at  the  London  and  Heaton  Mints.  The  above  piece  actually 
looks’  like  a first-strike,  of  the  type  made  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  during  the  same  period.  Its 
low  quality  (as  a proof)  is  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  die  file  marks  can  be  seen  (under  a 
glass)  about  the  obverse  periphery.  However,  the  fabric  of  the  above  1892  ten  cents  is  different 
than  that  of  the  regular  uncirculated  specimens  examined,  and  it  has  been  established  that 
proofs  were  struck  in  1892.

The  obverse  well  rubbed,  and  show- 

ing signs  of  handling;  the  reverse  cleaner,  and  quite  lustrous.  Cheap  at  $8.00. 

576  1914.  Delicately  toned,  frosty  Uncirculated.  Of  average  or  better  quality.  Rec- 

ords to  $50.  so! 

577  Duplicate  1914.  Uncirculated;  toned  to  a deep  steel  color.  Choice,  the  surfaces 

without  apparent  abrasion. 

578  1914,  16,  20,  21,  30,  1932.  The  first  is  Fine,  with  an  obverse  rim  nick  and  light 

reverse  scratches;  the  second  an  attractively  toned  VF;  the  third  EF,  partly 
brilliant,  partly  with  deep  toning;  the  fourth  a lightly  iridescent  VF;  the  fifth 
AU,  deeply  toned  and  tarnished;  the  last  a classical  VF.  As  a group,  worth 
about  $22.00.  6 Pcs. 

579  1914,  16,  20,  1928.  The  first  is  Fine,  the  second  Very  Fine,  the  third  F-VF,  all 

clean  and  choice  for  their  grades;  the  last  is  VG-Fine  with  deep  obverse  toning 
and  tarnish.

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580  1915.  Just  a wisp  away  from  Uncirculated;  obviously  once  cleaned,  the  obverse 

now  with  scattered  golden  toning.  Shows  an  obvious  reverse  dig  to  the  left 
of  the  date  and  myriad  hair-lines,  the  latter,  however,  not  readily  discerned 
unless  caught  at  a certain  angle.

Average 

surfaces. 

588  A third  1918.  Strictly  EF.  Attractively  toned  and,  except  for  a tiny  reverse  rim 

nick,  with  choice  surfaces.  Worth  $5. -6. 00. 

589  1919.  “Gem”  Uncirculated.  A truly  lovely  coin,  toned  on  the  obverse  to  golden 

hues,  the  reverse  with  much  brilliant  lustre,  and  without  apparent  blemish 
on  either  side. 

590  1919,  1920.  The  first  is  Extremely  Fine  plus,  cleaned  and  with  scattered  light 

retoning.  The  second  is  just  about  Unc.,  but  has  been  polished  and  shows 
myriad  hair-lines.  2 Pcs.

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1899.  ‘‘Gem”  Uncirculated.  A splendid  coin,  fully  brilliant  and  pristine,  except 
at  the  borders,  where  it  has  acquired  a lovely  golden-green  iridescence.  Just 
about  immaculate,  a real  eye  catcher!  Worth  any  price  it  brings!  Plate 

The  number  of  coins  made  in  this  year,  some  415,580  pieces,  can  hardly  be  considered 
impressive,  when  one  looks  at  many  of  the  other  twenty-five  cent  mintage  figures.  However,  in 
comparison  with  many  modern  items,  available  in  rolls  (or  possibly  bags),  with  the  coinage 
counted  in  the  millions,  the  figure  assumes  considerable  stature. 

1900.  Likewise  “Gem”  Uncirculated.  Very  close  indeed,  to  Superb.  Absolutely 
pristine,  with  a silky  complexion  disturbed  by  only  the  most  minuscule  sug- 
gestions of  handling.

1901.  Specimen  strike.  A glittering,  mirror-like  coin,  struck  from  unevenly 
polished  dies.  While  this  piece  lacks  some  of  the  characteristics  commonly 
associated  with  brilliant  proof  coins,  it  is  totally  unlike  the  conventional 
mint  state  examples  of  the  type  and  period  from  the  London  Mint.  Once 
cleaned,  this  coin  shows  the  faintest  signs  of  abrasion.

Likewise  Extremely  Fine;  the  obverse  toned  to  a deep  sea  green 
and  showing  a modest  stain  behind  the  head,  the  reverse  bright,  but  slightly 
bag-marked.

EDWARD  VII.  1902.  Almost  Unc.,  showing  just  the  slightest  friction  on  the 
beard.  Generally  as  clean  as  any  mint  state  coin,  the  only  defect  being  some 
planchet  granulation  (as  made)  around  the  date.  Worth  $35. -$40.00.

1902  “H”.  Superb,  “Gem”  Uncirculated.  A coin  of  unqualified  perfection, 
toned  to  lustrous  pearl,  and  brilliant,  iridescent  blue  colors.  Worth  any  orice.

Duplicate.  Frosty  Uncirculated.  Fully  brilliant  and  lustrous,  and  just  about 
“Gem”  quality. 

A third  1902  “H”.  Likewise  close  to  “Gem”  Uncirculated;  almost,  but  not  quite 
as  choice  as  the  preceding.  Softly  brilliant,  with  incipient  toning  and  nice 
surfaces.

737  1921.  “Gem”  Uncirculated.  A truly  splendid  coin;  an  exquisite  medley  cf  pristine 

Almost  free  of  abrasion 
marks,  even  under  a lens,  and  just  about  as  perfect  a piece  in  every  other 
respect  as  one  could  imagine.

A highly  reflective  coin  with  brilliant  blue,  rose  and 
vermilion-toned  surfaces.  A beauty,  and  becoming  scarce. 

Duplicate  1941.  Lustrous  Unc.,  likewise  very  choice;  with  variegated  toning,  the 
obverse  showing  a patriotic  (U.  S.)  ensemble  of  red,  white  and  blue  colors! 

1942.  Choice  Uncirculated.  Of  mostly  full  brilliance;  the  borders  toned  to  at- 
tractive iridescent  hues.  This  date  is  also  climbing  in  popularity  and  value. 

Duplicate  1942.  Lightly  toned,  golden  Unc.,  a bold  strike  with  full  obverse 
border  beading. 

A third  1942.  Uncirculated.  The  obverse  somewhat  toned,  and  lightly  scuffed 
and  scratched,  including  a small  nick  at  the  lower  rim;  the  reverse  choice  and 
displaying  almost  full  mint  bloom.

Choice  Example  of  the  Very  Rare  Type  I Fifty  Cents 

789  VICTORIA.  1870.  Without  initials  on  the  truncation.  Extremely  Fine  and  lustrous. 

Shows  minor  handling  marks  throughout,  as  are  inevitable  on  a coin  of  this 
size,  plus  a small  bulge  in  the  obverse  field,  where  the  die  collapsed.  An 
important  first-year  Type  coin;  very  rare,  and  seldom  offered  in  any  con- 
dition. Plate 

The  early  failure  of  the  obverse  die  probably  accounts  for  the  rarity  of  this  Type.  Fred 
Bowman,  in  an  article  on  “Canadian  Essais  or  Trial  Pieces,”  which  appeared  in  the  August, 
1957  issue  of  The  Canadian  Numismatic  Journal,  observed  that  the  fifty  cent  coins  of  1870 
sans  L.C.W.,  “possibly  should  be  classed  as  pattern.”  Two  of  the  pieces  Mr.  Bowman  was 
talking  about  had  plain  edges,  which  of  course  would  take  them  out  of  the  regular  issue  field, 
but  one,  in  silver,  and  a proof,  had  a reeded  edge. 

790  1870.  LCW  under  bust.  Lustrous  Uncirculated.  An  early  strike,  with  lightly 

toned  mirror-like  fields  and  quite  a few  hair-line  scratches,  including  one  of 
some  length  on  the  reverse.  Still,  of  unusual  quality,  and  further  enhanced 
by  its  bold  borders,  and  an  obverse  high-wire  rim.  Plate 

The  0 in  the  date  is  double-punched,  having  been  first  cut  too  high.  Rare! 

791  Duplicate  1870.  LCW  under  bust.  Almost  Uncirculated,  deeply  and  iridescently 

toned.  The  reverse  colors  are  disturbed  by  a faint,  diametric  scratch,  but  on 
the  whole  the  surfaces  are  rather  clean  for  coins  of  this  series.  Worth  a 
good  price!  Plate 

792  Third  1870.  LCW  under  bust.  A bold  Very  Fine,  with  the  usual  assortment  of 

minor  abrasions.  Records  to  $65.  for  similar  specimens. 

793  A last  1870.  Likewise  Very  Fine,  cleaned  to  brightness.  Just  a shade  less  sharp 

and  more  bag-marked,  than  the  preceding. 
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1871.  Frosty,  choice  Uncirculated.  A really  nice  coin,  but  one  with  a half-inch 
long  planchet  flake  at  the  reverse  rim,  as  made.  An  "error”  item,  important 
in  its  own  right,  and  easily  the  best  example  we  remember  seeing.  Plate 

On  the  reverse,  50  CEN  is  recut. 

795  1871.  Just  a wisp  from  full  Uncirculated,  and  retaining  much  original  first- 

strike  surface.  Very  clean  and  choice,  the  obverse  close  to  “Gem”  quality. 
Cheap  at  $200.  so!  Plate 

796  A third  1871.  Extremely  Fine,  toned  to  a lustrous  steel;  the  obverse  with  light 

handling  marks,  the  reverse  choice  for  the  grade. 

Scarce  variety  with  second  1 high. 

797  A last  1871.  Fine  plus,  rather  bag-marked  on  the  obverse.  Valued  at  $32.50. 

An  even  200,000  coins  struck  in  London  in  1871. 

798  1871  "H”.  Extremely  Fine.  Dull  and  dirty.  Has  a small  edge  bruise,  but  is  other- 

wise much  cleaner  than  the  average.  Really  very  rare.  A slightly  superior 
piece,  the  Jack  Lupovich,  Jr.  specimen,  sold  for  a modest  $250.  in  1962. 

The  rarity  of  this  Heaton  issue  is  emphasized  by  the  low,  low  number  struck;  only 
45,000  pieces. 

Unusually  Desirable  Mint  State  18  72  "H"  Fifty  Cents 

799  1872  "H”.  Fully  brilliant,  pristine  Uncirculated.  A beautiful,  bold  strike  with 

a minimum  of  the  inevitable  abrasion,  especially  on  the  obverse.  Probably 
as  close  to  "Gem”  quality  as  these  early  half  dollars  come.  Plate 

50  CENTS  is  double-punched,  the  0 and  the  S rather  boldly;  there  is  a clash  mark 
below  the  S. 

800  Duplicate  1872  "H”.  Practically  Uncirculated.  Bright  and  partly  lustrous;  the 

obverse  choice,  the  reverse  somewhat  scratched  and  showing  evidence  of 
light  cleaning.  Plate 

Dies  as  in  the  preceding.  Just  80,000  coins  were  struck  in  this  year. 

801  A third  1872  "H”.  Barely  Extremely  Fine.  Toned  to  a light  steel  color;  average 

surfaces.  Serious  edge  and  rim  impairment  (visible  from  both  sides)  at 
the  right. 

Drunken  die-cutter’s  reverse:  the  50  is  sloppily  triple-punched,  and  CENTS  and  the  872 
all  show  recutting,  the  S and  2 quite  boldly.  Rare  die. 

802  A fourth  1872  "H”.  Very  Fine  plus,  better  than  average  surfaces. 

NTS  in  CENTS  is  doubled,  the  last  two  letters  boldly. 

803  A final  1872  "H”.  Very  Fine  and,  except  for  a healthy  obverse  bagmark,  clean 

and  choice  for  the  grade.  Underpriced,  as  are  all  early  Canadian  fifty  cent 
pieces  in  anything  but  worn  condition. 

The  0 is  recut  at  the  top  and  reclines  toward  the  5;  the  S is  doubled  as  in  all  of  the  pre- 
ceding varieties. 

804  1881  "H”.  Very  Fine.  Cleaned  and  scrubbed;  moderate  handling  marks.  Rare 

year. 

805  Duplicate  1881  "H”.  About  Fine;  likewise  cleaned,  and  showing  extensive  light 

abrasion.  Some  150,000  pieces  made  in  1881. 

Extremely  Rare  Uncirculated  18  8 8 Fifty  Cents 

806  1888.  Lightly  toned  Uncirculated.  Displaying  softly  iridescent  surfaces,  the 

obverse  with  sky-blue  tints,  the  reverse  faintly  golden.  Slightly  bag-marked, 
as  usual,  but  with  none  of  the  defects  attracting  attention  to  themselves 
except  under  close  scrutiny.  Fully  lustrous,  but  dullish;  traces  of  soil  on  the 
obverse  high  spots.  RRR.  Plate 

Lightly  recut  date.  The  coinage  for  this  year  only  60,000  pieces. 

Important  and  Valuable  18  90  Fifty  Cents 

807  1890  "H”.  Very  Good.  Shows  an  edge  defect  (apparently  as  made),  which  is 

visible  at  both  rims,  though  not  too  distracting  from  the  obverse  side. 
Cleaned.  Should  bring  $200.-225.  Only  20,000  pieces  coined  in  this  year, 
the  second  lowest  mintage  in  the  entire  series. 

808  1898.  Strictly  Very  Fine.  Cleaned;  run-of-the-mill  surfaces.  Exactly  100,000 

minted. 

809  EDWARD  VII.  1902.  Select,  brilliant  Uncirculated.  Fully  lustrous;  shows  a few 

nicks  at  the  rims  and  elsewhere,  all  very  minor,  and  of  less  than  usual  size 
and  importance.  Worthy  of  strong  bidding!  Plate 
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810  Duplicate.  Lustrous,  golden  Uncirculated.  A beautifully  toned  coin  with  con- 

siderable sparkle.  Displays  the  inevitable  light  abrasion  marks,  but  is  none- 
theless very  desirable.  Seldom  is  the  opportunity  afforded  collectors  to  be 
able  to  select  between  two  mint  state  early  Canadian  fifty  cents.  Plate 

811  A third  choice  1902.  Just  a wisp  from  Uncirculated.  Deeply  and  iridescently 

toned,  the  reverse  with  a splash  of  mint  brilliance.  Very  few  bagmarks  are 
noticeable  without  the  use  of  a lens,  the  most  obvious  defects  being  a small 
and  faint  pair  of  criss-cross  scratches  and  a tiny  patch  of  patina,  both  in 
the  right  obverse  field.  A fair  price  for  this  piece  would  be  around  $150.00. 

Of  the  120,000  1902  fifty  cent  pieces  struck,  few  have  survived  in  full  uncirculated 
condition.

812  1903  “H”.  Pearl  and  steel-toned  Uncirculated.  The  obverse  with  a minimum 

of  abrasion,  the  reverse  decidedly  choice.  Not  too  rare  as  a date,  but  almost 
prohibitively  so  in  full  mint  condition.  Plate 

813  Duplicate  1903  “H”.  Almost  Uncirculated;  lightly  toned  and  showing  just  the 

slightest  amount  of  obverse  friction.  Close  examination  discloses  but  one 
important  bagmark,  on  the  obverse  rim,  the  surfaces  being  otherwise  un- 
usually clean.  Not  worth  as  much  as  the  last,  but  should  bring  a good  price. 

Although  the  coinage  for  this  date  (140,000)  is  higher  than  that  for  the  last,  examples  in 
top  preservation  are  even  harder  to  locate.

814  1904.  Good  to  Very  Good.  Rather  heavily  scuffed  up,  including  a few  digs  (two 

on  the  obv.,  one  on  the  rev.),  a small  reverse  rim  bruise,  and  miscellaneous 
scratches.  In  fairness,  however,  probably  not  as  bad  as  we  make  it  sound, 
and  worth  examining.  Rare  date;  60,000  minted. 

815  1905.  About  Very  Good.  Somewhat  abraded,  but  not  so  severely  as  the  pre- 

ceding, the  worst  defect  being  a short  but  deep  bagmark  at  the  right  obverse 
rim. 

With  a low,  low  mintage  of  40,000  pieces,  this  year,  for  reasons  unknown  to  us,  sells  for 
less  money  (in  all  grades)  than  the  1904. 

816  1906.  Just  about  Mint  State.  Probably  a softly  struck  Unc.,  the  obverse  showing 

an  attractive,  deep  iridescence,  the  reverse  considerable  mint  bloom.  Plate 

817  Duplicate  1906.  Very  Fine,  lightly  polished;  the  obverse  of  above  average  quality, 

the  reverse  with  slight  rim  damage  and  three  or  four  easy-to-see  bagmarks. 

818  1907,  1909.  The  first  is  a choice  Fine;  the  second  VG-Fine,  with  a brilliant 

iridescence,  two  or  three  healthy  obverse  handling  marks,  and  a light  reverse 
scratch  recently  inflicted.  2 Pcs. 

819  1910.  Extremely  Fine.  Deeply  toned,  though  with  traces  of  mint  brilliance, 

especially  on  the  reverse.  Rather  nice  surfaces.  Records  to  $45.  in  this  con- 
dition.

reverse  rim  damage.  Cheap  at  $8.-10.  so! 

824  1914.  Practically  Uncirculated.  An  exceedingly  choice  coin  with  glossy  surfaces 

toned  to  an  iridescent  golden  brown.  Charlton  priced  at  $300.  Unc  Plate 

Mintage,  160,128  pieces. 

825  Duplicate  1914.  Fine  or  better;  cleaned  and  moderately  abraded. 

826  1916.  Extremely  Fine  plus,  lightly  toned.  The  obverse  almost  free  from  abra- 

sion, the  reverse  slightly  better  than  average.  Uncommon  date. 

827  1917.  Frosty  Uncirculated.  Select  and  almost  fully  brilliant;  the  obverse  with 

rosy  tints,  the  reverse  with  lustrous  golden  hues.  A handsome  coin  not 
entirely  free  from  bagmarks,  but  still  very  desirable.  Plate 
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828  1919.  Almost  Uncirculated.  A coin  of  considerable  brilliance,  showing  a few 

light  hair-line  scratches,  but  one  free  from  obvious  blemish. 

829  Duplicate  1919.  Extremely  Fine.  Displays  an  attractive,  pale  iridescence,  so-so 

surfaces.  Valued  at  $20.00. 

830  1920.  Not  quite  Uncirculated.  Bright;  the  obverse  passable,  the  reverse  with 

many  obvious  nicks  and  scratches  including  a few  at  the  rim.  The  similar 
Lupovich  specimen  sold  for  $58.  over  two  years  ago. 

831  Another.  About  Extremely  Fine.  The  obverse  clean  and  choice,  the  reverse 

showing  a couple  of  hair-line  scratches,  but  generally  nice. 

832  1929.  Very  Fine,  exceptionally  pleasing  for  the  grade.  Also,  1918.  Fine  plus; 

lightly  toned,  the  obverse  average,  the  reverse  choice.  2 Pcs. 

833  1931.  Fine  to  VF,  cleaned  bright.  Shows  the  usual  assortment  of  small  handling 

marks,  including  several  obverse  rim  nicks  and  a small  edge  bruise.  Very, 
very  scarce. 

The  first  of  the  rare  “Depression  year”  coins;  57,581  manufactured. 

834  Duplicate  1931.  About  Fine.  The  surfaces  on  a whole  are  very  clean,  but  they 

are  unfortunately  marred  by  an  obverse  dig  in  the  O of  GEORGIUS,  and  three 
minor  edge  bruises. 

835  1932.  Fine  to  Very  Fine.  Once  cleaned,  but  attractive  for  the  grade.  The  worst 

defect  that  we  can  locate  on  this  rare  coin  is  a tiny  dig  at  the  lower  reverse 
rim.

836  Another  1932.  Strictly  Fine,  likewise  rather  desirable.  Bringing  $55.  so. 

This  date  has  the  lowest  coinage  in  the  entire  series.  Only  19,213  pieces  were  made. 

837  1934.  Extremely  Fine  plus.  Bright,  partly  with  lustre,  partly  from  old  cleaning. 

Shows  nice  surfaces,  without  obvious  signs  of  mishandling  or  abrasion.  The 
AU  piece  in  the  1962  ANA-CNA  offering  from  the  Lupovich  collection,  lot 
913,  brought  $210.00. 

838  Duplicate  1934.  About  Fine,  unusually  clean  and  choice  for  that  grade.  Becom- 

ing hard  to  locate  regardless  of  condition. 

Only  39,539  minted. 

839  1936.  Almost,  but  not  quite  Uncirculated.  A desirable,  lightly  toned  coin,  mostly 

clean,  despite  several  minute  reverse  rim  (bag  handling)  nicks.  In  great 
demand,  with  private  sale  records  (for  perfect  specimens)  to  $370.00.  Plate 

840  Duplicate  1936.  About  Very  Fine,  iridescently  toned.  Somewhat  better  than 

average  surfaces.  This  is  a very,  very  scarce  date. 

Coinage,  38,550. 

841  GEORGE  VI.  1937.  Lustrous  Unc.  Lightly  toned,  but  nevertheless  with  a highly 

reflective  obverse.  Shows  an  obvious  nick  at  the  lower  obverse  rim,  but  the 
few  other  abrasion  marks  are  very  insignificant.

Shows  light  toning  together 

with  considerable  tarnish  and  extensive  bag-marking.  Could  possibly  be  an 
early  circulation  cull.

The  1943  is  the  rare  variety  with  very  close  43. 

849  1941.  Lustrous  Uncirculated;  ranging  from  very  faintly  toned  to  deeply  irides- 

cent. Select  surfaces. 

850  1943.  Highly  brilliant  Unc.  With  reflective  surfaces,  attractively  toned  to  rose 

and  violet  hues.  Shows  only  a few,  though  obvious,  abrasions  on  the  obverse. 

Regular  variety  with  wide  43. 

851  1944.  Low  4.  Brilliant,  lightly  iridescent  Unc.,  about  the  same  quality  as  the 

preceding. 

Variety  with  the  crossbar  of  the  4 below  the  hoof  of  the  unicorn. 

852  1944.  High  4.  Sparkling  Unc.,  almost  fully  bright;  shows  a few  light  obverse 

scratches. 

Variety  with  the  crossbar  in  line  with  the  hoof.  Much  scarcer  than  the  preceding.

854  1947.  Curved  7 points  to  right.  Lightly  toned,  brilliant  Unc.,  better  than  average 

surfaces.  Very  scarce. 

855  1947.  Maple  Leaf;  straight  7 points  to  left.  Uncirculated,  fully  bright;  shows 

several  tiny  nicks  at  the  obverse  rim  and  a few  light  bagmarks  on  the  cheek 
and  elsewhere.  Still,  about  as  clean  as  usual,  and  in  great  demand. 

856  Another.  Softly  toned,  lustrous  Unc.  With  one  obverse  rim  nick  and  a few  mis-

rather  unevenly  impressed,  but  showing  a decided  proof-like  brilliance.  Dis- 
plays a couple  of  obverse  border  and  field  nicks,  plus  a light  abrasion  on 
the  King's  temple;  otherwise  choice.  Very  rare.  Plate 

858  1948.  Choice,  brilliant  Unc.  A coin  with  dazzling,  mirror-like  surfaces,  only  two 

or  three  small  bagmarks  away  from  “Gem”  grade.  Rare. 

859  Duplicate  1948.  Frosty  Uncirculated,  irregularly  toned  at  the  borders.  Shows  a 

few  light  abrasion  marks  on  the  cheek,  but  otherwise  is  also  clean  and  choice.

884  1947.  Pointed  7.  Almost  fully  brilliant  Unc.,  a virtual  “Gem”  by  comparison  to

1873.  Very  Fine,  the  obverse  not  fully  struck-up,  as  usual.  Likewise  iridescent, 
but  more  brilliantly  colored  in  golden,  pinks  and  blues.  Better  than  average 
surfaces. 

The  mintage  an  odd  23,614  pieces. 

1876  “H”.  Close  to,  if  not  fully  Extremely  Fine.  Shows  light  evidence  of  clean- 
ing, but  withal,  and  remarkably,  much  cartwheel  lustre.  Clean,  except  for 
a microscopic  reverse  rim  nick. 

Really  undervalued,  as  its  low  mintage  of  10,000  should  indicate.

Duplicate.  Barely  Fine.  Cleaned,  and  in  part  deeply  retoned.  A $15.  item. 

Like  the  five  cents,  a single  year  (20,000  minted)  Type  coin.  The  Heaton  mintmark  on 
the  1882  coins  is  located  below  the  date,  upon  the  reverse.  On  the  earlier  Victoria  issues  of 
Heaton,  the  mint  letter  is  found  upon  the  obverse  under  the  Queen’s  bust. 

1885.  Fully  Very  Fine.  Once  cleaned,  and  displaying  the  almost  inevitable  minor 
handling  marks,  but  still,  a handsome  and  desirable  coin.  Very  rare  date. 

Only  8,000  pieces  struck,  the  lowest  coinage  for  the  entire  series. 

Another.  Strictly  Very  Good.  With  an  old  obverse  nick  at  the  jaw  line,  and  a 
small  dig  in  the  field  below  the  truncation.  Otherwise,  generally  clean.  Will 
never  be  cheaper! 


1888.  Borderline  Extremely  Fine.  The  obverse  with  one  obvious  scratch  from  the 
back  of  the  neck  to  the  edge,  the  reverse  lightly  scratched  up,  mainly  about 
the  denomination  and  date.  Hardly  as  bad  as  we  make  it  sound,  and  really 
rare  so  bold.

Both  of  the  above  Edward  VII  issues  are  Type  coins.  There  are  just  these  two  Edwardian 
years,  representing  the  London  and  Heaton  Mints,  respectively. 

977  GEORGE  V.  1912.  Exceedingly  choice  Uncirculated.  Lustrous,  and  displaying 

maroon  and  gold  toning  on  the  obverse,  steel  and  sky-blue  tints  upon  the 
reverse.  Marred  only  by  minor  handling  nicks  on  the  King's  neck  and  jaw. 
A rare  coin  in  mint  state,  and  so  infrequently  seen  in  this  preservation  as 
to  make  the  $60.  book  and  “Trend”  listings  meaningless. 

This  piece  is  another  single  year  Type  coin,  being  the  only  George  V ten  cents  from  the 
Tower  Mint,  London.  When  the  decimal  coins  of  Newfoundland  come  into  their  own,  items 
of  this  caliber,  particularly  in  top  preservation,  wiU  command  prices  commensurate  with  their 
importance.

Specimen  Strike  of  the  Second  Type  18  70  Two  Dollars 

1870.  Type  of  1872:  without  period  after  NEWFOUNDLAND.  A “Gem"  Mint 
State  coin,  undoubtedly  made  for  some  special  purpose,  i.e.,  a Specimen 
impression.  The  obverse  is  absolutely  Superb,  with  a flawless  semi-matte 
finish;  the  reverse  proof-like  and  obviously  struck  from  a polished  die.  Almost 
perfect,  the  only  mishandling  noted  being  a few  minuscule  abrasions  about 
the  numeral  2 upon  the  reverse,  visible  with  a glass.  A most  unusual  example 
of  what  we  feel  to  be  a very  rare  variant.  Should  realize  a strong  price!  Plate 
Within  recent  months,  we  discovered  that  the  obverse  die  used  for  the  1865  coins  differed 
from  that  used  in  1872,  in  that  a boldly  cut,  centered  period  followed  NEWFOUNDLAND 
upon  the  obverse  of  the  1865  issue.  After  examining  a number  of  1870  two  dollar  pieces,  we 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  almost  all  of  them  were  of  the  first,  or  1865  ty^.  In  addition 
to  the  above  piece,  we  presently  know  of  only  one  other  lacking  the  period  after  NEWFOUND- 
LAND. Of  the  10,000  coins  made  in  1870,  we  would  venture  to  guess  that  less  than  1,500  were 
struck  of  the  second,  or  1872  type.  Of  course,  this  estimate  may  be  subject  to  revision,  as  more 
coins  are  examined. 

1872.  Second  type:  without  period  after  NEWFOUNDLAND.  Extremely  Fine, 
lightly  toned.  Shows  a minute  scratch  below  the  2 of  the  date,  but  is  other- 
wise clean  and  rather  choice  for  the  grade.  The  second  rarest  date  in  this 
short  series.  Enlarged  Plate 

Just  6,050  coins  were  struck  in  1872. 


The  Very  Rare  18  80  Newfoundland  Two  Dollars 


1880.  Very  close  to  Uncirculated,  with  full  mint  sharpness.  However,  this  coin 
shows  numerous  handling  marks,  and  has  a somewhat  prominent  but  light 
surface  scratch  across  the  Queen’s  cheek.  Very  likely  to  have  sustained  its 
abrasion  through  a long  sojourn  in  a mint  bag.  Plate 

Only  2,500  two  dollar  pieces  were  struck  in  1880,  and  this  year  has  long  been  a popular 
rarity.  For  some  strange  reason,  a high  percentage  of  the  coins  of  this  date,  that  we  have  either 
seen  or  sold,  appear  to  show  some  kind  of  impairment.  Off  hand,  we  can  recollect  several  with 
striking  flaws,  most  of  which  were  located  upon  the  obverse  of  the  coins  examined.  Others, 
including  the  above  specimen,  originated  in  the  Spink  hoard  of  these  odd  denomination  gold 
coins,  which  came  upon  the  market  a couple  of  years  ago.  Beyond  doubt,  the  Spink  coins  were 
long  stored  (and  abused),  as  all  of  them  that  were  shown  to  us  seemed  abraded  to  some  extent. 

1881,  Extremely  Fine.  Moderately  clean;  certainly  acceptable. 

The  mintage  for  this  year  was  also  10,000,  but  it  appears  more  often  than  either  1865  or 
1870. 


1882  “H”.  First  type:  period  on  obverse.  Uncirculated.  Rather  softly  impressed, 
but  exceptionally  choice,  with  partially  reflective  and  clean  surfaces. 

In  the  course  of  preparing  this  catalogue,  we  examined  at  least  fifteen  1882  “H”  coins,  and 
found  all  of  them  to  be  of  the  first,  or  1865  type.  Also,  we  might  observe  that  1882  is  the  only 
year  in  which  the  Newfoundland  two  dollar  gold  pieces  were  coined  at  the  Heaton  Mint  in 
Birmingham,  which  would  categorize  this  date  as  a Type  issue. 

1885.  “Gem”  Uncirculated,  virtually  Superb!  A flawless  beauty  with  rose  tinted, 
lush  surfaces.  Date  collectors  will  have  a difficult  time  equalling  this  low 
mintage  item. 

This  is  the  fourth  date  in  the  series  with  a coinage  of  10,000  pieces. 


1888.  First  type;  period  on  obverse.  Extremely  Fine  plus.  As  usual  with  these 
coins,  the  obverse  appears  somewhat  cleaner  than  the  reverse. 

Over  a dozen  1888  two  dollars  gold  were  examined,  and  all  were  found  to  be  of  the  first, 
or  1865  type.  In  summary,  the  two  different  obverses  appear  as  follows:

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1057  Duplicate  1861.  Partly  brilliant,  partly  toned  Unc.  Lustrous,  and  comparable  to 

the  last  in  quality.  From  the  famous  Virgil  Brand  coll. 

With  RIA  of  VICTORIA  in  line.  A much  rarer  variety. 

1058  1864.  Possible  overdate.  Abt.  Unc.  Brown,  with  traces  of  lustre.  Also,  a Very 

Fine  plus  example  of  the  normal  date.  First  unusually  choice,  undoubtedly 
quite  rare,  and  certainly  worthy  of  study.  2 Pcs. 

Our  “possible  overdate”  clearly  shows  the  base  of  another  figure,  possibly  a “2”,  between 
the  6 and  4.  The  digit  6 also  shows  obvious  signs  of  heavy  punching  or  strengthening  with  a 
graver,  as  well  as  die  defects  or  traces  of  another  numeral  about  it. 

1059  Five  Cents.  1862.  Cleaned  Uncirculated.  Bright  and  lustrous;  our  glass  reveals 

a few  very  minor  surface  scratches  on  either  side.  Uncommonly  rare  so  fine.

1060  Another  1862.  Very  Fine  plus,  but  with  quite  a few  small  digs  and  a noticeable 

bend  in  the  planchet.

1063  1864.  Large  6.  Very  Fine.  Lightly  and  iridescently  toned.  Still  retaining  con- 

siderable lustre  in  the  fields,  which  are,  over  all,  very  pleasing.  A very  rare 
variety;  evidently  unknown  to  Charlton,  as  the  difference  in  the  size  of  the 
6 is  too  obvious  to  have  been  overlooked.  Enlarged  Plate 

1064  Ten  Cents.  1862.  Very  Fine  and  bold.  Once  cleaned;  the  obverse  nicked  and 

scratched  (microscopically)  a bit  more  than  usual.  Worth  $40.-45.00. 

1065  Duplicate  1862.  Very  Good  or  better;  rather  clean  for  the  grade. 

1066  A third  1862.  Over-punched  2.  A nicely  struck  Fine  with  clean  surfaces. 

The  6 in  date  is  cut  too  high,  and  the  2 is  double-punched;  (a  large  2 over  a small  2,  the 
first  cut  very  low).  This  is  what  Charlton  refers  to  as  a “recut  2.” 

1067  1864.  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  An  early  impression  with  reflective  surfaces,  the 

color  somewhat  heightened  by  careful  cleaning.  The  obverse  displays  faint 
signs  of  abrasion,  but  no  obvious  blemish;  the  reverse,  a small  round 
planchet  defect  (as  made)  below  the  crown,  and  a light,  unimportant  scratch 
to  the  left  of  it.  Plate 

1068  Second  1864.  About  Uncirculated.  Lightly  and  expertly  cleaned;  now  retoning 

an  attractive  gold  color.  The  surfaces  retain  considerable  “cartwheel’’  lustre 
and  are  exceedingly  choice  throughout.  Easily  a $75.  coin!  Plate 

1069  A third  1864.  With  the  sharpness  of  Fine-VF,  but  showing  many  long  (and  a 

few  short)  obverse  scratches,  mainly  upon  the  Queen’s  neck.  These  are  now, 
however,  partly  worn  down. 

1070  Twenty  Cents.  1862.  Toned  Uncirculated.  A somewhat  soft  and  uneven  strike, 

partly  brilliant  and  partly  iridescent  pearl  and  steel  in  color.  The  surfaces 
comparatively  clean  and  choice.

suggestions  of  blue,  orange  and  gold  tone,  primarily  upon  the  reverse.  Bold 
and  late  impression  from  the  dies;  our  glass  reveals  evidence  of  die  rust 
upon  the  Queen’s  neck,  and  both  the  obverse  and  reverse  fields  show  light 
die  striations.  A near  perfect  specimen,  the  few  microscopic  handling  im- 
perfections inconsequential.  Of  extreme  rarity!  Ex  Brand  coll. 

This  lot  is  believed  to  be  from  the  1871  silver  Canadian  proof  set  (regular  issue,  with 
reeded  edges)  purchased  at  the  famous  J.  B.  Caldecott  sale  by  Baldwin  for  Virgil  Brand.  See 
lot  392  of  the  third  d^  of  the  Caldecott  catalogue;  June  11,  12,  13,  1912,  the  auction  by 
Sotheby,  Wilkinson  & Hodge,  London.  The  only  other  proof  1871  ten  cents  that  we  have  a 
record  of  is  the  Sir  C.  W.  Fremantle  example  in  the  Canadian  Cabinet  of  the  British  Museum. 


Spectacular  Proof  18  70  Plain  Edge  Twenty-Five  Cents 

1088  1870.  Twenty-Five  Cents.  Plain  edge.  Remarkably  beautiful  "Gem”  Proof.  A 

splendid,  "virginal”  impression,  with  iridescent  gray  and  turquoise  coloring, 
certainly  as  fine  a specimen  as  one  could  want.  Pristine,  as  struck;  the  only 
flaws  being  two  obverse  rim  defects,  the  hardly  visible  evidence  of  improper 
collar  adjustment  during  striking.  Uncommonly  rare;  from  one  of  Canada’s 
largest  collections.  Plate 

Silver  Canadian  proof  sets  of  1870  were  struck  with  both  reeded  and  plain  edges,  the 
former  being  slightly  rarer,  although  both  types  are  of  almost  prohibitive  rarity  as  complete 
sets  of  four,  having  been  broken  up  years  ago.  The  British  Museum  contains  an  1870  twenty- 
five  cents  with  plain  edge,  having  obtained  it  from  the  Clark  Thornhill  collection  in  1935.  Both 
reeded  and  plain  edge  varieties  were  contained  in  lot  600  of  the  W.  W.  C.  Wilson  1925  auction. 
Charlton  values  the  1858,  1870  (both  without  mention  of  variety  or  edge)  and  1911  proof  sets 
at  $2,000.  each.  If  the  slightly  commoner  1911  set  is  worth  anything  like  the  $5,000.  (in 
Canadian  funds)  that  at  least  one  set  has  sold  for,  a plain  edge  1858  set  of  four  (with  small 
date  five  cents)  is  certainly  worth  a like  amount,  and  an  1870  plain  edge  set  $10,000.,  or  any 
price  that  would  be  asked  for  it.  In  our  experience  and  research,  we  fmd  that  the  1870  plain 
edge  proofs  are  at  least  five  times  rarer  than  their  1858  counterparts. 

Unusually  Fine  1890  Fifty  Cents 

1089  1890  "H”.  Fi^  Cents.  About  Uncirculated.  A fully  lustrous,  evenly  struck-up 

coin,  showing  only  the  lightest  friction  on  the  high  spots.  Uncleaned  and 
untampered  with,  as  evidenced  by  uneven  tarnish  upon  both  sides.  Seriously 
marred  only  by  obverse  bag  inflicted  marks  and  nicks,  most  of  which 
are  on  the  cheek  and  in  the  left  field,  and  by  that  part  of  the  obverse  tarnish 
caused  by  a fingerprint.

As  a Census  example  of  one  of  the  great  Canadian  decimal  rarities,  we  value  this  coin  at 
$2,750.,  and  would  not  be  surprised  if  it  realized  more.  Properly  cleaned,  with  the  obverse 
tarnish  removed,  this  example  could  be  worthy  of  the  finest  collection. 
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The  1921  Canadian  Fifty  Cents  in  Mint  State 

1921.  Fifty  Cents.  Choice  Uncirculated.  One  of  the  few  known,  deeply 
struck,  early  impressions  from  the  dies,  showing  uneven  depth  of 
detail,  and  the  combination  of  high  rim  and  very  narrow  border  on  each 
side.  The  reverse,  in  particular,  has  a reflective  surface,  indicating 
also  that  this  coin  was  struck  early,  when  the  dies  still  retained  polish. 
The  frosty  and  bold  obverse  is  brilliant,  displaying  almost  all  of  its 
original  lustre,  which  is  now  attractively  seasoned  with  flecks  of  golden- 
brown  tarnish;  the  reverse  has  commenced  to  tone  evenly,  its  lustre 
subdued.

This  is  the  first  mint  state  specimen  to  be  offered  at  public  sale 
in  the  U.S.  In  years,  and  a splendid  example  of  the  best  known  and 
most  popular  Canadian  rarity.  Called  by  J.  E.  Charlton  the  "King  of 
Canadian  Coins.”  From  one  of  Canada’s  largest  collections  Plate 

Article  in  The  C.N.A.  Bulletin,  Vol.  II,  No.  5,  July-August- 
September,  1951,  proof  or  sp^imcn  corns  could  have  been  struck  for  Canada  in  1921 
In  a paragraph  referrmg  to  the  1921  fifty  cents,  it  was  stated  that  “At  the  time  they 
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were  struck,  it  was  the  practice  to  strike  thirty  proof  or  specimen  sets  annually,  for 
officwl  purposes.”  According  to  the  Bulletin  article,  it  is  not  known  if  this  practice  was 
yecifically  observed  in  1921,  but  such  a set  was  described  as  lot  259  in  the  A.  N. 
Brushfield  sale  of  Glendining  & Co.,  which  took  place  in  London,  on  July  30,  1945. 
We  do  not  know  the  present  whereabouts  of  the  Brushfield  coins,  nor  have  we  any 
way  of  knowing  if  the  fifty  cent  piece  in  that  set  is  essentially  different  from  the  one 
described  above.  Of  the  six  or  seven  mint  state  1921  Canadian  fifty  cent  coins  that  we 
have  seen,  three  are  similar  in  appearance  to  this  lot,  although  none  of  them  are 
comparable  in  fabric  or  quality  to  the  1934  proof  fifty  cents  following.  The  1951 
Bulletin  comments  were  included  in  a Register  of  Owners  of  Rare  Coins  of  Canada 
and  Newfoundland.  This  compendium  was  unsigned,  though  undoubtedly  the  work 
of  our  good  friend,  G.  R.  L.  Potter.  We  do  not  know  where  the  information  was 
obtained  concerning  the  number  of  proof  or  specimen  sets  regularly  struck.  While 
the  number  itself  seems  plausible,  we  cannot  help  but  wonder  what  happened  to 
the  coins.  Of  course,  as  our  comments  throughout  this  catalogue  suggest,  the  appear- 
ance, the  fabric,  the  method  of  manufacture,  can  vary  greatly  so  far  as  Canadian 
proof  or  specimen  strikes  are  concerned.  It  is  entirely  possible,  though  admittedly 
highly  improbable,  that  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  uncirculated  1921  fifty  cent  pieces 
known  could  have  been  part  of  the  specimen  sets  for  that  year.  We  advance  this 
theory  only  because  seemingly  all  of  the  mint  state  1921  fifty  cent  coins  seen, 
together  with  uncirculated  examples  of  the  other  silver  denominations,  appear  to  be 
well  struck  coins,  unusually  free  of  handling  marks  or  abrasion.  The  Canadian  Mint 
records  show  that  206,398  fifty  cent  coins  dated  1921  were  struck,  but  there  is  no  record 
of  any  having  been  put  into  circulation.  The  small  number  of  fifty  cent  pieces  released 
in  192i,  1925  and  1928,  are  said  to  have  been  coins  dated  1920,  although  it  has  been 
conceded  that  some  coins  dated  1921  could  have  been  included  in  the  latter  bank 
shipments.  It  is  known  that  the  1921  fifty  cent  pieces  were  held  in  Ottawa  for  years, 
being  finally  melted  down  under  direct  orders  of  the  Master  of  the  Mint.  We  have  long 
heard  that  the  uncirculated  specimens  extant  were  obtained  by  those  few  people  who, 
at  that  time,  either  for  themselves  or  for  institutions  they  represented,  obtained  com- 
plete sets  of  coins  as  they  were  made.  Of  course,  a few  examples  could  have  been 
obtained  by  visitors  to  the  Mint  as  souvenirs.  If  the  former  explanation  is  part  of  the 
answer  to  the  specimen  set  riddle,  it  becomes  understandable  how  only  carefully  made 
first-strikes  were  sent  out  in  a year  that  the  Mint  officials  knew  contained  two  denomi- 
nations that  were  not  actually  needed  (and  of  which  few  if  any  coins  would  ever  reach 
circulation).  Such  specimen  issues  would  not  necessarily  have  to  be  of  the  same 
quality  as  earlier  or  later  special  emissions. 


Possibly  Semi-Unique  Proof  1934  Fifty  Cents 

1091  1934.  Fifty  Cents.  Magnificent  and  perfect,  frosty  surfaced  or  matte  Proof.  An 

exceptionally  bold  and  flawless  impression  from  the  dies,  clearly  showing 
all  possible  detail  of  striking,  including  the  raised  dots  on  the  lower  part  of 
the  band  of  the  crown,  the  initials  “B.  M.”  on  the  truncation,  and,  upon  the 
reverse,  the  composition  of  all  the  leaves,  particularly  the  one  at  the  bottom 
left.  With  a broad,  squared  edge,  and  a high-wire  reverse  rim.  Only  one  other 
specimen  is  known  to  us,  and  that  is  held  at  a high  price  by  a well  known 
Canadian  dealer.  From  England.  Plate 

This  proof  is  of  far  superior  quality  to  the  1937  silver  coins  in  the  boxed  proof  or 
specimen  sets  of  that  year,  which  also  have  a type  of  frosty  or  simulated  matte  finish.  The 
fabric  of  the  above  coin  most  closely  resembles  the  Frosted  Fifty  Cent  Proofs  of  1903,  1905, 
1908  and  1911,  which,  together  with  its  history,  strongly  suggests  that  it  was  struck  in  London. 
For  further  observations  concerning  modern  Canadian  and  Newfoundland  coins  in  proof, 
see  our  comments  following  the  last  lot  and  number  412. 

Uncommonly  Rare  194  7 Maple  Leaf  Proof  or  Specimen  Set 

1092  1947.  Cent  through  Silver  Dollar;  Maple  Leaf  after  date.  Proof  set.  The  Fifty 

Cents  with  curved  7 pointing  to  the  right.  All  brilliant,  especially  struck  from 
polished  dies;  the  cent,  ten  cents  and  twenty-five  cents  particularly  so.  The 
planchets  seemingly  normal,  and  not  apparently  selected  and/or  processed 
in  all  instances.  All  expertly  lacquered,  the  dollar  possibly  cleaned  before 
hand.  The  five  lower  denominations  of  exceptionally  high  quality,  and  the 
extremely  valuable  fifty  cents  a “Gem”  coin.  To  our  knowledge,  but  six  or 
seven  complete  sets  are  known,  and  it  is  quite  unlikely  that  a great  many 
more  than  that  number  were  struck.  6 Pcs.  Partly  Plated 

Comprehensive  descriptions  of  the  individual  coins  are  as  follows:  Cent:  fully  bright, 
with  a polished  square  edge,  and  a high-wire  reverse  rim;  Five  Cents:  moderately  brilliant 
surfaces,  including  the  edge,  a partial  high-wire  rim  on  either  side;  Ten  Cents;  of  exceptional 
brilliance,  the  surfaces  displaying  great  reflective  depth,  the  reverse  with  a high-wire  rim; 
Twenty-Five  Cents:  equal  in  quality  to  the  ten  cents  with  a high-wire  rim  upon  both  sides,  but 
the  reverse  showing  four  unimportant  light  brown  tarnish  spots  on  the  antlers,  head,  and  trunk 
of  the  Caribou;  Fifty  Cents:  warmer  in  color  than  the  other  silver  coins,  and  the  surfaces, 
while  mostly  bright,  lack  the  deep  mirror-like  finish  obtained  from  highly  polished  dies,  still, 
sharply  struck  and  neatly  centered  with  broad  borders,  a very  high-wire  rim  upon  both  sides  — 
the  obverse  also  with  two  small  (and  even  lighter)  tarnish  spots;  Silver  Dollar:  decidedly  a 
proof,  but  like  almost  all  proofs  of  this  denomination,  struck  after  1937,  without  a frosted 
look  to  the  devices  (caused  by  the  low  relief  of  the  dies  and  Mint  technique),  the  borders 
broad  and  slightly  beveled  (mainly  upon  the  reverse)  and  with  traces  of  a high-wire  reverse  rim. 
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Extremely  Rare  Proof  1890  Twenty  Cents 

1093  NEWFOUNDLAND.  1890.  Twenty  Cents.  Delicately  toned,  pale  gray  and  sky-blue 

Proof.  An  evenly  struck  piece,  from  moderately  polished  dies,  showing  broad 
borders,  and  an  almost  complete  high-wire  rim  on  both  sides.  For  all  prac- 
tical purposes,  free  from  evidence  of  any  cleaning,  mishandling,  or  abuse. 
A splendid  little  coin,  and  one  as  rare  as  any  lot  in  this  sale  as  a proof.  Ex 
Brand  collection.  Plate 

Passibly  part  of  lot  372  of  the  1912  Caldecott  sale,  which  also  contained  the  1890  New- 
foundland proof  ten  cents  and  five  cents.  The  celebrated  first  W.  W.  C.  Wilson  sale,  in  Novem- 
ber 1925,  mcluded  the  1890  twenty  cents  in  proof,  as  part  of  lot  610.  The  British  Museum 
collection  contains  two  1890  denominations  m proof,  the  twenty  cents  and  the  five  cents. 

Gorgeous  Proof  18  70  Plain  Edge  Fifty  Cents 

1094  1870.  Fifty  Cents.  Plain  edge.  A magnificently  toned,  almost  “Gem”  Proof.  The 

obverse  a slate-gray  color  with  hints  of  gold  and  blue;  the  reverse  iridescent, 
with  gold,  orange,  blue  and  purple  tints.  Splendidly  struck-up,  with  a squared, 
polished  edge,  evenly  centered,  broad  borders,  and  a partial  high-wire  rim 
on  each  side.  The  only  imperfections  discernible  are  upon  the  obverse,  and 
a strong  glass  is  needed  to  locate  and  identify  them.  Far  rarer  than  its 
Canadian  counterpart  of  the  same  date  and  type.  Consigned  to  this  sale 
from  one  of  Canada's  largest  collections.  Plate 

The  1903-04  offering  of  the  huge  collection  of  John  G.  Murdoch,  sold  in  London,  con- 
tained in  the  British  Colonial  section  an  1870  Newfoundland  proof  set,  consisting  of  the 
fifty  cents  with  plain  edge,  and  the  twenty  and  ten  cents  with  reeded  edges  (lot  454).  A year 
earlier,  the  same  auctioneers,  Sotheby,  Wilkinson  & Hodge,  sold  the  Col.  H.  L.  EUis  collec- 
tion. This  sale  contained  a complete  NFL  proof  set  of  1870  (including  the  five  cents)  with 
reeded  edges  (lot  281).  Subsequently,  the  Murdoch  partial  set  appeared  in  the  1912  Caldecott 
auction  as  half  of  lot  371.  The  1925  Wilson  sale  included  the  1870  Newfoundland  fifty  cents 
in  proof,  in  both  silver  and  copper  with  the  edges  plain.  The  Canadian  Cabinet  in  the  British 
Museum  also  contains  the  silver  proof  with  plain  edge,  apparently  the  gift  of  Sir  C.  W. 
Fremantle. 


Excessively  Rare  Proof  18  81  Fifty  Cents 

1095  1881.  Fifty  Cents.  Lightly  toned,  beautifully  iridescent  Proof.  Presumably  struck 

from  the  dies  after  striking  of  the  50,000  pieces  for  circulation;  an  unevenly 
bold  impression,  upon  a regular  planchet  showing  signs  of  granularity.  The 
borders  narrow,  with  only  traces  of  a high-wire  rim.  An  attractive  coin,  even 
though  the  multi-colored  surface  tarnish  cleverly  conceals  the  slightest  evi- 
dence of  handling.  Probably  the  only  obtainable  specimen  of  a very  important 
item,  regular  issue  Newfoundland  fifty  cent  pieces  in  proof  being  almost 
unknown.  Also  from  the  extensive  Virgil  Brand  coll.  Plate 

Perusal  of  a considerable  number  of  early  sale  catalogues  could  only  locate  records  of 
three  dates,  in  addition  to  1881,  of  Newfoundland  fifty  cent,  reeded  edge,  proofs.  These  are 
1870  (EUis,  as  mentioned);  1880  (Montagu  cabinet,  Murdoch,  Caldecott,  Wilson);  1896  (two 
examples,  in  the  Count  Ferrari  “Nobleman”  sale,  Sotheby,  Wilkinson  & Hodge,  March,  1922) 
The  British  Museum  contains  proof  specimens  of  1873,  1874,  1882  “H”  and  1888,  but  these 
are  not  known  to  exist  elsewhere.  The  1881  proof  appeared  in  the  Caldecott  offering  (lot  372) 
and  seemingly  reappeared  in  the  first  Wilson  auction  (lot  608).  It  seems  quite  probable  that 
the  above  coin  is  the  Wilson  piece,  but  it  seems  equaUy  probable  that  more  than  one  example 
IS  known. 


Official  Holey  Dollar  of  Prince  Edward  Island 

1096  PRINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND.  (1813).  Five  Shillings.  Cut  snd  countermsrked 
Mexican  eight  reales  of  1809,  known  as  the  "Holey  Dollar.”  Circular  cut  at 
center,  approximating  one-sixth  the  weight  of  the  coin;  “Rayed  Sun”  counter- 
stamp, consisting  of  a small  circle  with  ten  triangular-shaped  teeth,  stamped 
incuse  at  the  upper  right  obverse,  located  between  the  forehead  of  the 
(Spanish)  King  and  the  edge.  Fine;  impaired  by  several  digs,  almost  entirely 
located  about  the  rims.  Only  1,000  issued,  under  Order  in  Council  dated 
September  24,  1813.  Most  of  these  withdrawn  and  destroyed,  by  the  PEI 
Treasury,  under  notices  of  June  14,  1813  and  August  2,  1814  Of  great 
rarity,  being  much  more  difficult  to  obtain  than  the  unofficial  privately  made 
imitations,  which  are  sold  as  Holey  Dollars  without  the  slightest  qualifica- 
tion. From  a sale  by  C.  H.  Fisher,  Nov.  30,  1940  Plate 

withdrawn  because  of  the  large  number  of  contemporary  forgeries 
made  by  local  merchants.  In  sptt^e  of  threats  of  action  by  the  Governor  against  the  counter- 
feiters, it  soon  became  evident  that  the  circulation  of  the  imitation  five  shilline  nieces  could 
not  be  stopped,  the  mutilated  coinage  (regardless  of  origin)  having  proved  very  popular.  When 
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the  step  was  made  to  call  in  the  official  coins,  no  action  was  taken  to  condemn  the  privately 
made  replicas  as  illegal.  They  continued  to  circulate  for  years  on  Prince  Edward  Island,  as 
the  merchants  and  business  community  agreed  between  themselves  to  accept  the  forgeries  at 
their  full  (declared)  value  of  five  shillings,  thus  making  the  frauds  in  effect  Merchant’s  tokens. 
Those  further  interested  in  the  history  of  the  Holey  Dollar,  its  one  shilling  plugs,  and  the 
financial  climate  of  the  time  on  the  little  island  in  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  should  be  referred 
to  two  recent,  comprehensive  articles  on  the  subject.  These  are:  “The  Prince  Edward  Island 
and  other  Holey  Dollars,’’  by  Fred  Bowman  and  H.  R.  Stewart,  Canadian  Numismatic 
Journal.  Vol.  5,  No.  4,  April  1960,  and  “The  Holey  Dollar  and  Plug  of  Prince  Edward  Island,” 
by  F.  Pridmore,  Spink’s  Numismatic  Circular,  Nov.  1960. 


Early  Canadian  Military  Badge 

1097  (1799).  Oval  uniface  officer’s  badge  of  the  Second  Battalion,  Royal  Canadian 

Volunteers.  Engraved:  ROYAL.  CANADIAN.  VOLUNTEERS  in  semi-circle  at 
top;  numeral  2 in  oval  at  center,  surrounded  by  a larger  oval  of  rays;  scal- 
loped decorative  border  around.  Brass,  gilt;  2Vb  x 2%".  Reverse  with  three 
stud-like  buttons,  the  top  one  of  which  was  broken  off  years  ago,  a piece 
of  twisted  copper  wire  now  attached  to  the  shank.  The  date,  1799,  is  deeply 
scratched  upon  the  reverse;  less  legible  are  the  words:  THIS  BELONGED 
TO  / ENSIGN  J CHIMIGUY  / 2 BATT  R C V / KINGSTON.  Very  Fine.  Exces- 
sively rare,  if  not  unique.  Plate 

From  the  celebrated  William  R.  Hearst  coll.,  the  original  label  and  Gimbel  Bros,  metal 
tag  still  attached.  Said  to  have  cost  $47.50  over  twenty  years  ago  (the  then  price  of  an  Indian 
Peace  medal).  Badges  of  this  type  were  often  given  to  Indians,  or  taken  by  them  as  trophies 
of  war.  They  were  prized  highly  by  the  red  men,  as  were  gorgets  and  medals.  Canadian  militia 
items  of  this  early  period  are  almost  unknown. 


THE  CONFEDERATE  STATES  OF  AMERICA 
Above  Average  Confederate  Half  Dollar  Restrike 

1098  1861.  Confederate  States  Reverse.  An  unusual  specimen,  undoubtedly  one  of  the 

first  struck!  The  obverse  flattened  (as  always),  but  much  less  so  than 
usual,  the  general  appearance  being  that  of  EF  with  slight  rubbing  on  the 
high  spots.  The  reverse  fully  lustrous,  but  dull;  signs  of  the  circular  grinding 
(done  to  efface  the  original  reverse)  discernible.  With  bold  borders  upon 
both  sides,  the  reverse  with  a high-wire  rim  from  one  o’clock  to  seven 
o'clock.  The  obverse  with  uniform  iridescent  tone,  the  reverse  with  traces 
of  tarnish;  each  side  showing  minor  evidence  of  handling.  The  example  in 
our  last  sale,  lot  948,  sold  for  $510.00.  Plate 

This  is  one  of  500  restrikes,  made  in  1879  by  J.  W.  Scott  and  David  Proskey.  Stamp  dealer 
Scott  obtained  500  regular  1861  “O”  half  dollars,  and  ground  down  the  reverses,  removing 
an  average  of  seven  grains  of  silver  from  each  coin  in  the  process.  Impressions  were  taken  by 
hand  from  the  original  Confederate  reverse  die  by  means  of  a screw  press,  which  resulted  in 
many  of  the  restrikes  being  unevenly  struck.  The  bold  obverse  of  the  piece  here  offered  is  the 
result  of  uneven  striking,  as  is  the  exceptionally  high  reverse  rim.  For  years,  any  Scott  restrike 
with  a relatively  unflattened  obverse  has  been  a candidate  for  that  select  group  of  restrikes 
identified  by  pseudo  experts  as  originals. 


Silver  Restrike  of  the  Confederate  Pattern  Cent 

1099  1861.  Bust  of  Liberty  to  I.,  CONFEDERATE  STATES  OF  AMERICA  around;  date 

below.  Rev.  A wreath  composed  of  Southern  agricultural  products,  including 
cotton,  corn,  wheat,  tobacco  and  sugar  cane,  surrounding  1 / CENT;  a cotton 
bale  at  the  base  of  the  wreath  with  the  engraver’s  initial  "L”  incuse.  Silver, 
one  of  twelve  restrikes  struck  in  that  metal  in  1874.  Extremely  Fine.  This  is 
a partly  tarnished  piece,  displaying  evidence  of  light  surface  oxidation  at  the 
upper  right  hand  side  of  the  obverse.  Our  glass  reveals  a small  planchet 
defect  in  the  reverse  field  below  the  E of  CENT,  and  a few  minor  handling 
nicks,  most  of  which  are  also  within  the  reverse  wreath.  Struck  as  a proof, 
some  mirror-like  surface  remaining  upon  the  reverse;  the  edge  squared,  the 
rims  high.  Extremely  rare  in  this  metal,  thisi  being  the  first  silver  example 
offered  in  years  at  public  sale.  Plate 

Twelve  pattern  Confederate  cents  were  struck  from  dies  executed  by  Robert  Lovett,  Jr.  of 
Philadelphia  in  1861,  who  stated  that  they  were  ordered  in  that  year  by  agents  of  the  rebel 
Treasury  Department.  These  original  patterns  were  manufactured  in  copper-nickel,  and 
resemble  the  regular  U.S.  cents  of  1861.  Of  the  dozen  made,  probably  but  nine  or  ten  can  be 
accounted  for  today.  The  perfect-die  restrikes  were  struck  in  1874  by  Peter  L.  Krider  of 
Philadelphia,  on  order  of  J.  C.  Randall  and  John  W.  Haseltine.  One  of  the  seven  struck  in 
gold,  the  damaged  Mackey  specimen,  sold  for  $7,500.  at  the  Schulman-Kreisberg  sale,  held  in 
New  York  City,  March  18-21.  1964.  The  Haseltine  restrikes  should  not  be  confused  with  the 
damaged-die  productions  of  Robert  Bashlow,  which  appeared  early  in  1962. 
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Copper  Restrike  of  the  Confederate  Pattern  Cent 

1100  1861.  Identical  to  the  preceding,  but  struck  upon  a full,  broad  planchet  of 

20.3  mm  (compared  to  a normal  planchet  size  of  19  mm).  Copper:  one  of 
fifty-five  restrikes  struck  in  that  metal.  A glittering  orange-red  and  steel 
toned  Proof.  With  high-wire  rims,  particularly  upon  the  obverse.  The  only 
known  example  on  a large  planchet,  and  valued  to  $2,000.  so.  Plate 

This  is  the  famous  Fred  E.  Olsen  piece,  sold  by  the  late  B.  Max  Mehl  in  1944.  Mr.  Mehl, 
in  his  catalogue  of  the  Olsen  collection,  listed  this  coin  as  lot  1632,  and  in  fifty-five  words  of 
description,  neglected  to  mention  the  metal  in  which  it  was  struck. 


Rare  Confederate  Patriotic  Melanotypes 

1101  (1861).  Ferrotype  portrait  of  Jefferson  Davis  to  half  left,  set  in  a ribbon-like, 

decorative  circular  metallic  frame,  the  name  DAVIS,  on  a light  background 
plaque  at  the  base  of  his  bust.  Rev.  Ferrotype  portrait  of  Gen.  Pierre  G.  T. 
Beauregard  facing,  set  in  a plain  circular  metallic  frame  which  forms  part 
of  the  rim  body;  the  name  BEAUREGARD,  below  the  portrait.  Extremely  Fine, 
the  Davis  ferrotype  portrait  somewhat  darkened  with  age,  that  of  Beauregard 
less  so.  With  the  original  blue  ribbon  still  affixed  to  a hole  at  the  top.  Plate 

1102  Another.  Identical  to  the  last,  but  the  ferrotype  portraits  slightly  imperfect  (as 

manufactured),  and  with  the  original  red  ribbon  still  affixed.  Rare,  and  like  the 
preceding,  valued  to  $175.00. 

Mr.  J.  Doyle  DeWitt,  in  his  A Century  of  Campaign  Buttons,  1789-1889,  does  not  list  this 
or  any  other  Confederate  melanotype,  although  he  does  list,  on  page  199,  the  Davis  medalet 
and  the  silver  ‘‘United  South”  token.  The  melanotypes  listed  above  are  not  campaign  items, 
but  neither  are  the  two  pieces  listed  by  Mr.  DeWitt  under  the  Confederacy.  It  is  believed  that 
these  melanotypes  were  manufactured  in  a northern  city,  probably  Cincinnati,  soon  after  the 
first  battle  of  Bull  Run,  for  sale  and  distribution  in  the  border  and  southern  states.
